Steams would not 
venture to stato tho probable a^o of 
the antler, but leaves ' that guess to 
some archmologlst Yesterday the 
crew brought up a barrel ot cement, 
an article of onoro recent vintage. 

The work at tho lake Involves tho 
removing of three Islands, and al- 
ready more than a half million cubic 
feet have boon removed from tho bot- 
tom of tho lake to tho shore In four 
weeks' time. Tho sediment which la 
the accumulatlqn of many yoara, Is 
being pumped through lOW feet of S 
Inch pipe. To date an area 5t)0 feet 
long by 110 foot wide has beon 
dredged to a depth of ten feet.

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SHOULD WE WEAKEN THE CONSTITUTION? 

Suggestions to change* the Constitution, in order to 
give the Federal- government powers the Supreme Court 
has decided it docs not now poJ5c«, should be orittcally 
weighed by the American people. 

Whether we realize ic or not. it is the Constitution 
which protects the ownership and the sanctity of the 
home. It is the Constitution which safeguards the in- 
dependence and rights o£ the worker. Ic is the Consti- 
tution which maintains the sanctity on contract. And 
finally, it is the Conrtitution which guarantees and sup- 
ports the rights, the liberties and the privileges for 
which the forcfatherj of the nation fought when they 
changed America from a foreign-dominated colony to a 
free nation dedicated to the proposition that all men arc 
created equal. 

Thwc who would change the Constitution would do 
so on the supposition that it is out of date — that it is 
no longer capable of meeting the problems, the condi- 
tions, the issues of the times. If that is true, human 
liberty is out of date. Individual freedom is out of date. 
Democratic government — which has as its guiding 
principle that the people arc the masters, not the serv- 
ants of govcrnmiint — is out of date. Private initiative 
and individual ambition are out of date. 
. 'Every time we tamper with the Constitution we 
weaken it. Under the existing Constitution, a delicate 
balance of power is maintained between the central gov- 
ernment and the 48 state governments. The Federal 
Government is enabled to do that which individual states 
could not efficiently do — while the states arc left free 
to make laws, rulings, regulations and policies that arc 
in accord with the beliefs and needs of their people. 

If we broaden the powers of the Federal Government 
we shall simply be giving bureaucracy a greater free 
and unchecked field for action — at the expense of the 
states, of industry, of worken. of every citizen. 
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FLOURISHING DURING DEPRESSION 

The farm cooperative movement continues to go for- 
ward, as recent statistics from Pennsylvania demon- 
strate. 

In that state, farmers who buy and sell through co- 
ops did a total business of almost $35,000,000 in 1934. 
as compared with $27,000,000 in 1933. Both volume 
and sales were substantially larger. 

Milk marketing associations handled S per cent more 
milk, and the value was 40 per cent higher. Egg mar- 
keting groups sold 50 per cent more eggs and livestock 
associations increased their volume by 60 per cent. 

Finally, the total membership of Pennsylvania farm- 
ers in cooperative associations in 1954 amounted to 
67,953 — an advance of 16 per cent over the previous 
year. 

Similar records have been made in other states, on 
greater or smaller scales. Each year shows advances in 
the size of cooperative groups — as well as improvement 
in the work done by the associations on behalf of thetr

THE ONE SOLUTION 

According to an article in The Index, federal expen- 
ditures during the past four fiscal years have totaled 
$25,000,000,000 — a sum which represents more than 80 
per cent of the wartime expenditures of 1918. and 1919, 
and which is about equal tb the tout of all federal ex- 
penditures from 1789' to 1914. . > -■ 

The inevitable result of that spending has been in- 
creasing federal deficits, followed by an astounding «x^ 
pansion of the federal debt. The deficits started in 
1931 with a little less than one billion dollan. and rose 
steadily until 1935, when that year's deficit (fiscal year 
ended June 30) reached $5,500,000,000. And the 
gRMS federal debt, since 1950, has increased $12,000,- 
000.000 — more than 75 per cent. 

As the Index says, a basic question raised by this pro- 
gram "is the extent to which present spending can be 
continued without threatening the financial stability of 
the government." There is no relief in sight — the 1936 
deficit will be as great or greater than any of its prede- 
cessors. More spending on a vast scale is contemplated. 
And for every dollar the Treasury is taking in, in spite 
of abnormally high taxes, two are going out. 

Some friends of emergency spending say that the 
whole problem can be simply and easily solved in in- 
flation — in other words, by turning the printing presses 
loose to issue currency without backing. The whole 
history of government finance points tb the tragedy of 
that. Inflation cannot be controlled— once it takes the 
wheel, it runs away with the driver and collapse of the 
nation's credit follows. 

The only sound solution is'tochange^bur policy be- 
fore it is too late — to trim our financial sail to meet 
the wind. Only by balancing outgo with income can 

the government maintain its solvency and integrity.

The Beautiful Mosaic 



SLOWLY and painstakingly the old 
Florentine mosaic maker placed 
tho tiny pieces of glass In the 
hollow In tho Muck marble. Before 
him was n picture of a great cathe- 
dral; nnd It waa this picture which 
ho was^VeproducIng. Oblivious to all 
about him. tho artlat studied the de- 
tails of his model. Now and then he 
surveyed the pieces of colored glaaa 
upon his table. Then, carefully se- 
lecting by color and texture, piece 
by piece, he fashioned and fitted the 
materiala Into placo. Some of tho 
pieces were so smalt that they wore 
hatr-IIko In aizo and delicacy. It was 
observed that be apent a great deal 
of time studying his model. 

An Interested watcher during one 
oflcrnoon was told that It would re- 
quire many months to complete the 
Muall piece of mosato which was then 
being made, and another completed 
piece of work waa displayed. The 
work was so well done that oven with 
a strong magnifying glass it was al- 
most impossible to see where tho tiny 
bits were Joined together. Into one 
harmonious whole tho colors, tho 
lights and shades, were blended, and 
the picture of a beautiful cathedral 
had been reproduced in glass. 

Tho thinker will find herein a very 
inspiring and valuable lesson. It 
may be said that we are all fashion- 
ing our lives and experiences into 
some sort of a mosaic, and that each 
one la copying a model of his own 
chooalng. No longer need thinkers 
believe that anyone Is a helpless vic- 
tim of circumstances. Instead, nsany 
are proving dally that human expe* 
rlences may bo made more beautiful 
and harmonious, and more (roe from 
discord, by diligent effort along right 
Hues. 

Christ JcfiUfl gave all mankind the 
model by which to be guided in dally 
experience when ho said, "Be ye 
therefore perfect, even aa your Fath- 
er which Is In heaven Is perfect" 
{Matthew 5:48). The perfection of 
the Father In heaven is never dis- 
puted, and through one's application 
to the study of tbo nature of this 
perfect Father one may learn to 
think more trnly and to x^allze a 
greater sense of peace and harmony. 

The teachings of Christian Science 
insist upon perfection as tbo goal of 
all endeavor. Mary Baker Eddy 
writes in the textbook of Christian 
Science, ''Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures" (p. 259), 
"The Christlike understanding of scl- 
cntiflc being and divine healing in- 
cludes a perfect Principle and idea, 
— perfect God and perfect man, — as 
I he basis of thought and demonstra- 
tion." Those who have accepted this 
statement, and have persistently 
worked from the standpoint It pre- 
sents, havs been healed phyalcally,"^ 
flnancially, morally, and have found 
their homes becoming more harmo- 
nious and their days more Joy-fllled, 

Are wo satisfied with anything 
which is imperfect In our activities. 
In our characters, in our experiences? 
if we are not, then it is comforting 
to realize that each one. If he desires, 
may improve that which Is lacking in 
right results. Some need to be healed 
of sickness, aonio are experiencing 
limitation along different lines, some 
are lonely, and aomo would like to 
know how to bo and to do good. Any 
inharmonious condition can be im- 
proved or healed by insisting upon 
perfection as the goal, and by per- 
alatlng In efforts to reach that goal. 

After the mosaic maker's careful 
and painstaking study of his model, 
ho gave his attention only to the 
materials which Iiad been placed 
upon his work table, and which he 
knew wer« sulllclcnt to reproduce the 
beautiful picture. If he had looked 
out of the window at the broken 
glass and stones in tho dirty street, 
and if he had thought of making 
mosaic with them, ho might have 
been discouraged at the outset. But 
ho was Interested only in the proper 
materials for his work. 

If we have perfection for our 
model, and If we are carefully and 
prayerfully depending upon our per- 
fect Father In heaven for guidance, 
then we, too, aro working only with 
correct materials and shall gain the 
desired results. Our Father has pro- 
vided an abundance of right Ideas 
with wlilch we may work toward 
perfection, jiiid these Ideas include 
kindness, Joy, consideration, pa- 
tience, wisdom, and love. We need 
not allow our attention to be divert- 
ed to false beliefs, such as foar, 
hurry, Irritation, imp.itlence, apatliy. 
idleness, any more than the mosalc 
maker allowed his gaze to wdtni^r iv 
the common glass and stones In the 
street. 

Nor can we forget tbo very liny, 
sometimes hair-like pieces of glass 
which were mted Into the in.irhlc 
Sometimes apparently trlvlul thing; 
need serious attention, but a.s oui 
thought bcconnis liabltuuliy more 
considerate, more kind, less fearlul. 
wo shall reallzAj that all our effiuis 
will beconio wiser and more wonh 
while. As unnecc-.Hsary and iinder'Ir- 
able experiences are eliminated, liie 
Joy of greater harmony becomes ap- 
parent, until, even as the picture 
grew under the hand of the artist, tso 
the blending together of ^lrogrea^Iv<• 
experiences will brinR to us and tc 
others peace and liurinon). joy mul 
Insplrallon.— rAc vhrUtiun.

^ Stf^at limppirlantVof 'ftll Is Ip' brujli, 
thq . ;^phoUtcTy thoroughly rI least 
twice ft month, preferably once a 
week. Use n vacuum cleaner on ui>> 
holstorixl goods except whoro the 
casblons aro down-filled. Doing this 
will keep tho matorIM clean, froo 
from grime and dust, and In addition 
<zn»y virtuaily eliminate any danger 
from moths. Thoroughly brushing 
tho upholstered furniture will break 
up the eggs, thus crushing and remor* 
Ing thorn. When brushing, bo. euro 
to pay particular attention to tho 
seams, pockets, crevices, dark places, 
aiid the aides facing the viaW. Hero 
m are found tho breeding places. Re- 
^ enovo tho looao oushtons and bnish as 
dooply as It U po&slblo In tho, spaces 
botwcen the seat and tho back and 
■ ' arm. Tlils ehould remove the broedr 
fog places of moths and remove any 
Auiger of moth ravages. In the event 
that the eggs have been hatched and 
the work of destruction has been 
started,. proceed with a brush as out- 
lined above and then spray tho la- 
tested parte With some good Insecti- 
cide. In securing this, bo sure that 
It Is guaranteed not to. harm fabrics. 
Woods or Varnishes and uso plenty of 
* It On tho market there are a.num* 
'/f bor of chemicals particularly designed 
for this cloas of vrork and wo miggost 
that you follow their Instructions 
carefully. U slfp covers are used it Is 
vbry doalrable that Uieso covers be re- 
movod at least once a week, brushing 
thoroughly, as slip covers. have a ten- 
dency to Borvo as a protection ' to 
siotlu. 

Use Pura.Sosp. 
■ To clean upholstery, first remove 
tho loose cushions ond go over the en- 
tire sot with a vacuum cleaner, using 
tho tool that Is renulrcd for this spe* 
clal work. Take one-half a cake ot 
-*^outral soap, slice Into thin shavings. 
^"^Ad place It Into a quart of boiling 
JfWfftfr and allow It to thoroughly dls- 
bqJVo.^ Mix a small amount of this ;io- 
lutlon with a little cold water and 
beat vigorously until a very thick 
"dry" suds la obtained. With a. stilt 
bristle brush scrup a araall section of 
tho fabric with the suds, working 
with a circular motion, apply firmly,

The foregoing will clean and re- 
move the bulk of soiled portions on 
upholstered furniture. ^Vhen liquids 
are spilled the removal may require

POSSIBILITIES OF PEPPERS 

The green popper Is so full of possi- 
bllltloB that It Is hard to squeeze It 
dry. Then, too, sinco so many differ- 
bnt combinations may be used for fill* 
Ings, It provides a pleasing way to use 
left-ovors. 

Halve large sweet peppers the loug 
way, remove sfteds and pLth and par- 
boll 6 minutea. Drain, lay In a shal- 
low buttered baking dish and flU with 
one of these delightful mlzturiea: 

No. 1— Dice any. kind of cold moat 
and mix with an equal quantity of 
bread crumbs. Moisten the whole 
with strained tomato and season with 
salt and peppor. -Sprinkle each half 
with buttered crurmbs and bako ten 
mln-utes. This la a nice dish for sup* 
per or lunch. 

No. 2— Dice cold chclken and mots- 
ten with a cream eauce. Fill the 
poppers and bake for a few minutes. 
Remove from the oven and garnish 
with strips of pimento arid, curlod 
parsley. 'Hioso are very attractive 
as a main dish for luncheon or sup- 
per. 

No. 3— Fill the pepper shells with 
creamed llina beans, top each with a 
thin slice of t>acon and set In tho 
oven until bacon Is crisp. Serve Im- 
mediately. These make a prUo sup- 
per dish. _ 

No. 4 — Cut green com from the cob 
and stew until tender. Season with 
salt and -pepper and a generous lump 
of butter. " aad^ust'ehough-crbam 'to 
moisten the com" slightly. Pill Into 
popper shells, duat each half with 
cracker crumbs, dot with butter and 
bake a rich brown.

OLD TIME WHALERS 
GIVE WAY TO STEAM 

Modern Methods Easier, but 
Risk Still Remains. 

Seattle, Wash.— Tlio old whaling ves- 
sels, hug(^ and cumliorsome, carrying 
a nest of smnt) boats to f>oarch out 
nnd kill the whnlett, ns well ns all nec- 
essary Implements for "trying out" the 
blubber, have nil hut disappenretl from 
tho famous whalery groundu In the 
Bering sea. Still common In antarctic 
waters, thpy arv seldom seen In waters 
htiout the Alcnllan islands. In their 
place have come smnll, snub-nosed 
"strenm whalers." 

Fourteen of tliose modern ships are 
roaming the cold Bering sea. With « 
200 ton gross displacement, each car^ 
rlcs a Sven Foyn gun mounted on s 
high and daring bow. No more do 
rneti row away from tho motor ship tn 
search of whales; with the modern 
fun and high speed, each vessel seeks 
out its own whales and shoots the 
harpoon from the bow gun. 

The gun throws the harpoon, four 
feet in length and weighing a hundred 
pounds, from 30 to 40 yards. Behind 
the barb of the harpoon Is « cap. con- 
taining a charge of exploslvea timeil Co 
go off three seconds after the har- 
poon has struck. Tho whales do not 
cften run with these appliances; the 
•strike** Is usually fatal. 

Processsd on Shors. . 
One of the great dangers of tho 
older methods of whlilng was that of 
Are. The blubber was "tried out," 
or cooked down. In great kettles car- 
ried Aboard the ship. Tho crows 
turned from hunters to butchers sod 
"cookff," and the whale was reduced 
to oil and whalebone aboard tho ship, 
to the accompaniment of an unholy 
odor and tlie constant danger that 
one of Uie cooking fires might get oat 
of control and destroy the vcssei 

Under modern methods factories for 
processing tho wlmles are established 
on shore near the whaling areas. 
\Vhcn a whale Is killed it Is Indsted 
with air and marked with n flag. After 
the day's catch Is completed tlie dead 
ore gathered up and towed to shore. 
where the factory carries on the oil 
prtWuclng processes with a much 
greatft efllclency than was possible 
under the old methods. 

it's Still Danoerous, 
Not atl the danger and the excite- 
ment has gone, tliough, from the 
actual killing. of tlie whale. So testi- 
fied CnpL Peder Oness of Kodlak. mas- 
ter and gun man of one of the Boring 
«en whalers, when he sold: 

"it's Jufli ns dangerous as It uwd 
to 1)0. Nobody has nn easy time stand- 
ing on the deck beside the gun. In s 
heavy sea— nnd tlie gales are bad off 
the Aleutian IslandH. Tlic whale rlpn 
up for as long ns yon ran say 'sent' 
nnd yoti are supposed to shoot him 
now. Thnt Is hard to do." 

B»t the Bering pea whalers were 
Jubilant ns tlioy utarted out tfils year. 
Prices on whale nil were double what 
they were last year nnd the prospects 
for a large catch were good. Best 
quality oil In u^ed for soap making, 
while sperm oil, which cornea from the. 
head cavities of certain typos of 
whale, Is used in perfumes nnd medi- 
cines. 

Only one company, that of William 
Schupp, known as the **whale king 
of the Pacific,* operates In tho Pacific 
whaling Industry. The company oper- 
ates seven boats from Seattle and 
seven from Canadian ports. Last year 
they got 814 whales.
